HEADQUARTERS OF FRANCO- 


AMERICAN FLYING CORPS. French 
Front. June 15.—American aviators 
In the service of France, now sta- 
tioned here, are subject to the same 
discipline as the French soldier and 
the same 
promotions and recom- 


penses are open to them, while their 
duties are in every way as onerous 
and hazardous. The only difference 
In their treatment is an obvious def- 
erence that 
originates 
in French 


courteous hospitality. 
They are at 


borne everywhere. 


When they are in Paris they have 


comfortable accommodations at 15 
Avenue des 
Champs Elyeees, the 


headquarters of 
the Franco-Ameri- 


can flying flotilla, and are entertain- 
ed by friends as much as they can 
gtand. When they were training at 
Pau they were housed like good pay- 
ing tourists and feasted as much as 
was good for them. 
In their new 


training 
camp 
at 
Avord, near 


Bourges. there is more business than 
feasting, but they are quite content 
with the bungalow life such as ap- 
peals to> adventurous spirits. 


Here in the field, at a point that 


must remain anonymous, they have 
a post of honor: that is to say. a 
post where dangers -are thick—but 
where, between flights, they enjoj 
the- comforts of home with the lux- 
ury Nof hot spring baths to which the 
cohorts of Caesar gave the first pub- 
licity. 


Little advantages of this sort that 


the Americans enjoy are typical of 
the present feeling of cordiality to- 
ward the United States in France. 
Their admission to the flying corps 
was itself an exception. France has 
no need of foreign aviators and the 
first offers from abroad Were refus- 
ed. Americans are accepted, there- 
fore, purely as a courteous excep- 
tion~to~.the ruje* taking the places of 
just so manjr disappointed French 
applicants. 


Another important discrimination 


In favor of the American volunteer 
is that, if he is found inapt for ser- 
vice in the flying corps, his enlist- 
ment is cancelled. 


The waiting'period for the Amer- 


ican volunteer is not long, for he is 
an apt pupil and gets through the 
eight different classes of instruction 
in a month's time. 


He begins training on a 25-horse 


power machine with shortened wings 
and which cannot rise from the 
ground; be learns the 
use of the 


motor, control of the levers, etc., as 
one learns to drive a motor car. 
Then he passes to a 35 horsepower 
•machine before trying- a straight- 
away flight in a machine that is just 
able to lift itself 
from the earth. 


Next the pupil begins more serious 
work with straight flights in a high- 
power six-cylinder machine that can 
rise a hnudred feet. Then come cir- 
cular flights around the aerodrome 
itself. 


The pupil begins to take greater 


heights and enlarges his circuits on 
a 50 horse power machine, in the 
sixth class, and in the seventh he 
takes cross-country flights with an 
80 horse 
power motor 
and at a 


height of 500 yards. 


The eighth class is really what 


may be called the pupils" graduating 
examination. An hour's 
flight at 


2,000 yards, a cross-country triangu- 
lar flight with two landings at dif- 
ferent points, returning to the aero- 
drome within 48 hours; then three 
direct flights to diffrent points and 
return. 


It is only at the front, in actual 


warfare, however, that the airman 
can give the finishing touches to his 
preparation and show whether he is 
equal to the supreme test. Here the 
flights may be pre-arranged but can- 
not alwajs be carried out according 
to schedule. The pilot must be ready 
to meet the unexpected and accom 
plish tasks with 
known 
and un- 


known dangers always awaiting him 
and here is 
where the American 


ready initiative and coolheadedness 
come out strong. 


None of the 
Americans has ac- 


counted for as many adversaries as

DEMOCRATIC PROGRESS 


IN MATCHLESS TERMS 


ST. LOUIS. Mo.. June 15. — The the result?

achievements of the Wilson admin-

epoch-making in American history 
by Senator Ollie M. James, of Ken- 
tucky, in his address today as per- 
manent chairman of the democratic 
national convention. 


"During three years of its na- 


tional control," aaid Senator James, 
"democracy has 
enacted into law 


more progressive remedial legisla- 
tion than the nation has ever had 
written upon its statute books since 
.its Ijirth. 
In, Jprmer national con- 


tests ' in the1 last two 'decades* our 
party came as a prophet. 
Today we 


come with deeds, not words; with 
performance, 
not 
promise. 
The 


democratic party has kept its word 
with the American people. We have 
made good." 


The chairman reviewed at length 


the legislative record of the admin- 
istration and eulogized the president 
for his direction of foreign affairs. 
The democrats, be said, had e—cted 
a tariff. law under which monopolies 
were curbed and unexampled pros- 
perity attained; a banking law tak- 
ing the money control 
out of the 


hands of an oligarchy 
and making 


panics no longer possible; and many 
reform measures of lesser import- 
ance. 


He declared 
President Wilson's 


'Mexican policy 
and his course in 


protecting American rights against 
the encroachments of European bel- 
ligerents had shown all the world 
that the president "neither bullies 
the weak nor fears the strong." 


In a concluding 
appeal for the 


triumph of 
patriotism 
above pol- 


itics, Senator 
James said the re- 


nomination of such 
a president in 


partisan convention ought not to be 
necessary, and that to discredit him 
might palsy the hand 
that could 


write the peace treaty of the world. 


At the outset the senator refer- 


red briefly to 
President 
Wilson's 


campaign against lobbying 
in con- 


gress and 
pointed out that under 


this, administration the constitution 
had been amended for the first time 
since the Civil war when "we freed 
the senate from the control of the 
great interests by -making it elective 
by the people at the polls." He then 
eulogized, the Underwood-Simmons 
tariff act as one of which the party 
was justly proud. 


"Not a schedule in its fosters a 


monopoly," he said. 
'Our republi- 


can friends told us It would close 
the factories, fill the strets with idle 
men, 
produce a panic, create soup 


houses and 
distress would 
reign 


everywhere; but we rejoice today to 
point to an unexampled prosperity in 


doors; not a laborer 
was thrown 


out of employment; not a business 
was forced 
into 
bankruptcy; but 


there stood 
strong, serving 
the 


masses of mankind, this great legis- 
lative achievement of the democratic 
party. 
As the master achievement 


of Wocdrow Wilson, to my mind, 
next to keeping a hundred million 
people at peace with the world, the 
historian will record the federal re- 
serve law." 


Declaring that 
"self-defense and 


preparation for it 
is as necessary 


now as ever before," the speaker 
pointed to the administration's pre< 
paredness program as a proof thai 
the party b«lieved in. "preparednesi 
without militarism." 


"In 1906," he continued, " I at- 


tended the great peace conference 
held in London. I thought that th« 
millenium of peace had come and 
such a thing as the world's war wac 
impossible; but that day when the 
Christian heart shall rule the world 
is not in sight. We must not mis- 
take dishonor for peace, as we can-

At 
worst he is also a conveyor of ma- 
laria, yellow fever, fllariasis. and 
dengue fever. 
There are no mos- 


quitoes where you 
live, you will 


probably meet them on your vaca- 
tion. 
In any case you ought to be 


prepared to defend yourself. 


There are three ways of getting 


at the mosquito problem. One is to 
kill the mosquito. 
Another is to 


scare him away or fence him out. 
The most effective is to prevent him 
from being born. 


However, if you go to the country 


for your vacation, you will probably 
And a large number 
of vigorous, 


'middle-aged mosquitoes already on 
the ground and thrlsting for your 
blood, so the 
preventive measures 


are out of the question. Also you 
can't kill mosquitoes while you are 
asleep. About the only thing that 
remains is to inaugurate a German 
poison gas 
campaign 
which will 


make the approach to your position 
impregnable 
from 
a 
mosquito's 


standpoint. 


It is one of the mosquito's great 


weaknesses that he can not stand 
•trong odors. 
Spirits of camphor 


and oil of pennyroyal are two sub- 
•tttocea which will give yon little or 
Bo inconvenience, but 
will 
keep 


,way mosquitoes 
as long as they 


last. They are not, however, very 
durable. A few drops of either on 
your pillow will 
keep mosquitoes 


•way for several hours, but after 
that yon will have to rrake up and 
iprinkle some more about. A small 
•bottle of either of these substances 
js an excellent thing to have with 
you whenever you go Into the en- 
pmy's country, however. 


OH of peppermint, 
lemon Juice 


and vinegar all come under the ban 
of Use fastidious mosquito, and may 
<be used against him with some ef- 
fect. 
Oil of dtronella is probably 


more effective than 
any of these, 


fftrovided yon can stand it yourself. 
To some persons it is unendurable, 
but most of them vastly prefer it 


i to the mosquito. 
A very effective 


anti-mosquito mixture 
consists of 


an ounce of oil of 
citronella, an 


ounce of spirits 
of camphor, and 


half an ounce of oil of cedar.

Sprinkle some of this mixture on 


a towel and hang it over your face 
when you go to bed, and,the average 
house mosquito will never dare to 
come near you. If the insects are 
very numerous and persistent, rub 


I a little on your hands and face. 
! 
When it comes to the malarial 


mosquito of the south, the deadly 


I Stegomyia, these "dopes" are not to 
| be relied upon. Nearly any of them 


I will lose their efficacy in the course 
of a long night, and Stegomyia be- 
gins to bite just about 
daylight,

jlng very soundly. 
By mixing one 


' part of citronella with four parts 
of vaseline, you can greatly retard 
the evaporation 
of the protective 


oil. Pure kerosene is more effective 


! than pleasant, and has been used ex-

If you are going into a southern 


i country, where you know the ma- 


i larlal mosquito exists, 
the proper 


1 precaution is to take some sort of 
1 a bar or canopy. Do not think that 
. the screening of a house is enough 
to protect you. There are sure to 


i be opportunities for the mosquitoes 


i to slip through, and they will eome- 
! times deliberately force their way

i to paint the screens with kerosene 
'or oil of citronella.

The flowers con- j 
tain a volatile oil. which is the con-1 
stltneet effective against insects, and 
the powder rapidly deteriorates with 
age and exposure. 
Also, some of 


these powders are made by grinding 
up the entire plant, which weakens 
them.. To be 
effective, therefore. 


Pyrethmm powders should be both 
fresh and pare. 


By burning this 
powder to a 


room at night, yoa can easily rid it 
of mosquitoes provided 
you close 


the doors and windows, and let the 
smudge'do'its'work thoroughly. The 
mosquitoes will 
fall to the floor 


stupefied and may easily be swept 
out. 
The best 
way to burn 
the 


powder is to mold it Into little balls 
while'damp', and light these when 
they have dried. Another good way 
to use It Is to place the powder on 
a screen over'a kerosene lamp. The 
volatile oil will in this way be dis- 
sipated and will he effective against 
mosquitoes without creating a very 
strong odor. Experience has shown 
that In order to clear a house of 
mosquitoes' the 
powder 
must be 


burned at the 
rate of about one 


pound 'to evecy one thousand cubic 
feet of apace.v 


Another " good mosquito gaa is 


made trom equal parts by weight of 
carbolic acid 
crystals 
and 
gum 


camphor. The acid crystals are 
melted over a slow heat and .poured 
over the camphor, making a clear 
volatile liquid with a pleasant odor, 
(which will keep-for a long time in 
a tight Jar. . Three, ounces of this 
liquid allowed, to. .vaporize over a 
lamp will rid a thousand cubic feet 
of mosquitoes, but it must be used 
with care. The substance itself is 
inflammable. The vapor is not ex-! 
plosive, but it will produce a head- 
ache if .breathed freely and if very 
dense, may be .dangerous.- This de- 
vice therefore* is not to be used in 
the bed room at night, but to rid a 
house of mosquitoes before it is oc- 
cupied. 


The burning of two pounds of sul- 


phur for every-thousand cubic feet 
of space is very effective against 
mosquitoes—and 
everything 
else 


that -gets into the smoke. 


The-hunting and trapping of the 


adnlt mosquito 
although not gen- 


erally practiced, 
are 
effective 
in 


some instances. 
In many pans of 


the United States an effective wea- 
pon against the house-invading mos- 
quito is made by nailing a tin cup 
to the end of a long stick. A spoon- 
ful of kerosene is then placed in 
the cup. Most of the mosquitoes in 
a room will be found in the daytime 
roosting on the celling. The hunter, 
stealthily places the can over his 
victim, which tries to fly and falls 
into the kerosene. In a few minutes 
it Is possible to rid a room of mos- 
quitoes in this way. 


In India, a box trap is used for 


mosquitoes. It 
is 
about a 
foot 


square, lined with dark green baize, 
and the only 
opening is a small 


round hole. This makes an attrac- 
tive retreat fo rthe mosquito, -who 
likes a cool dark hiding place during 
the day. He is driven out of all

A 
spoonful of benzine is then intro- 
duced and the lid closed. As many 
as 83 victims are sometimes killed 
in a single day, acording to reliable 
reports. 


The really effective 
way to deal 


with the mosquito 
is to remove 


his breeding place. 
In -shallow wa- 


ter the eggs are laid and the larvae 
hatched. 
The abolition of breeding 


places is generally * matter of en- 
gineering; and is not within 
the 


scope of this article. 
Every indi- 


vidual, however, should exercise the 
utmost care that there are no mos- 
quito nurseries about his dwelling. 
Remember that mosquitoes 
will 


breed 
in.any bit of still water. A 


pitcher 
left 
filled 
In 
an unused 


guest room may fill the house with 
the pests. So may a forgotten vase 
of water. 
Rain 
barrels must be 


screened. The best way of dealing 
with ornamental fountains is to have 
a few gold flsb in them; for fish 
will completely destroy the larvae 
wherever they can rea^h them. 
In 


word, you must take measure to 


either cover every bit of stagnant 
water ,or destroy any wigglers that 
may appear in it.

With them he 
founded the monastery. King John 
Shishmann, m 1379, explained the 
eupemr, pa\e to the monastery the 
entire surrounding, then consisting 
of large forests of beach, oak and 
pine, covering the elopes of the Rila 
morn tain range. At the same time 
the monastery was granted the right 
of autonomy 
A 
parchment some

schools and seminaries.
